Jacques Boulenger, a French critic wrote of 
Mile. Sand’s grandmother. This statement 
was highly offeneive to Miie. Sand. 

So once for all Mile. Sand, herself an 
author, has decided to settle the question 
of whether or not the private life of the 
hovelist shall be the property of present- 
day historians of the amorous. 

In defense of his statement Boulenger is 
preparing to hale the ghosts of many of the 
great figures of nineteenth century France 
into a twentieth century court through 
the lettere and memoirs they left be- 
hind them. 

During her lifetime George Sand wrote 
more than 100 books, which brought her 
bearly a quarter of a million dollars. 
Would it be possible, Mile. Sand will ask the 
Curts, to have written so many novels and 
yet have had innumerable lovers’’? 

Born Armandine Luciile Aurore Dupin, at 
the age of 17 George Sand, fresh from a con- 
vent and with a sizeable dowry, was rushed 
into @ marriage with Baron Casimir Dude- 
vant. She left him after five years of mar- 
ned life, having found him to be stupid, 
Crunken and unfaithful. Moreover, she re- 
lates in her autobiography, he resented her 
independence and her superior intelligence.

To live and be 
loved! It is happiness! It is heaven!’”’ 

She enjoyed herself like a schoolboy out 
for a holiday, going to see the great actors, 
and to hear great 
rreachers, exploring the 
streets, sitting in the 
cafes, ressing herself 
like a man, and smoking 
long cigars. 

All might have gone 
well had she not returned 
to Nohant to see her 
children, to whom she 
was devoted. She had 
reached an agreement 
with Dudevant whereby 
each was to seek pleasure 
where it was the most 
convenient to find it. She 
was on congenial terms with 
him. Returnfng to Paris, un- 
expectedly, to surprise her 
lover, she found a blonde 
cecupying the place that 
had been hers. Her first af- 
fair was promptly ended. She 
alternately raged and wept 
at the faithlessness of men. 
Her emotions she published 
to the world in “Letters of 
a Voyager.’ for which Bu- 
loz paid her excellent rates. 

The critic, Sainte-Beuve, 
when she carried her sorrow 
to him, introduced her to 
Prosper Merimee, the novelist and author 
of ‘Carmen,”’ hoping he might prove a con- 
solation. He did—for a week. “She gave 
herself to Merimee, her biographer, 
Madame Karenine, rec rds, “without ex- 
actly knowing why.’

By the force of her eloquence 
George Sand won Madame de Musset’s con- 
sent. 

George Sand paid for the “honeymoon” 
with her pen. She worked eight hours a 
day, sometimes writing for 13 hours at a 
stretch. Buloz paid her in advance for her 
novels, and held her tothe mark. She wrote 
up to the very moment of her departure 
for Italy, snatching up her manuscript and 
leaving her maid to follow with her trunk. 

At Venice, within a few months, she grew 
tired of Alfred, who began to dissipate vio- 
lently, so violently that he brought on an 
attack of what, in the light of present-day 
medical science, is believed to have been de- 
lirfum tremens. Madame Sand called in a 
handsome young Italian doctor, Pagello by 
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name. Alfred

Their quarrel, when they separated, was 
much more violent than one might expect 
between ‘‘nurse’’ and ‘‘patient.""

Madame Sand wrote “Lucrezia Fioriani,”’ 
the thesis of this novel being that it is a 
nuisance for a woman of genius to be at the 
beck and call of an invalid. The invalid of 
the book was Chopin, friends said. Madame 
Sand denied this. The quarrel over Solange 
made the novelist’s broad hint superfluous, 

When Chopin was dying, Madame Sand 
went to his apartment, resolved that he 
should die in her arms. She had great pity 
for the lover whom she had discarded. She 
was forbidden to enter the death chamber, 
and went away in despair. She gave up at 
last the search for the faithful man—the 
perfect love. If eight had failed her, 80 
would eighty, she eald. 

Returning to Nohant, she lived there for 
27 years in comparative quiet, writing the 
best novels of her entire career, simple 
studies of peasant life in the country, free 
from all grand passion. 

Of her technique with men, Franz Lisst 
wrote: 

‘Madame Sand caught her butterfly and 
tamed it in her box by giving it grass and 
flowers—this was the love period. Then 
she atuck her pin into it when it atruggled 
—this was the death blow, and it always 
came from her. Afterwards she vivisected 
it, stuffed it, and added it to her collection 
of heroes for her novels.”’ 


INCE the record of these loves is so 
G coviousi written in letters, journals and 

memoirs there are those who regard 
Mile. Sand's suit as something of a farce. 
She claims that the critic’s words are “clear- 
ly defamatory to the memory of a dear be- 
ing,’’ who is unable to defend herself. 

There is, however, some cause to believe 
Mile. Sand may be successful. In 1914 & 
grandniece of George Sand, Mme. Frederick 
Laub, was awarded damages of $1000 on 
the basis of a play, one scene of which de- 
picted her love declaration to Pagello as 
De Musset lay ill. This play was produced 
in 1911 despite Mme. Laub’s strenuous ef- 
forts to prevent its production. A similar 
play by Philip Moeller, ‘‘Madame Sand,’ waa 
produced in the United States with Minnie 
Maddern Fiske in the title role. 

Another good omen for Mliie. Sand is the 
Gladstone case. Kecently the private life 
of the great Victorian statesman was aired 
in an English court to satisfy the honor of 
his sons, protesting against the statement 
of a writer, who, they claimed, had defamed 
their father’s character. The Gladstone fam- 
ily came off victorious. 

Miie. Sand asks only 10,000 francs. The 
general public as well as literary biogra- 
phers and critics are expected to follow the 
case with keenest interest. 

George Sand gave her own opinion on the 
questions involved in the course of a conver 
sation with Gautier, Flaubert, and others, 
toward the close of her life: 

“It ls a curious idea to state in my prea 
ence that one is barred from love because 
one is a writer. The principal reproach that 
can be brought against women writera ts 
precisely that they love too much. My proof 
of that? I find it in my heart.” 

Near the end of her life, George Sand was 
asked to suppiy some information about her- 
self for & newspaper article, and she wrote: 

“IT am only a worthy woman whe haé 
heen credited with altogether fantastic feroe 
ities of character. The charge has deen 
brought against me that I have not beel 
able to jove with passion. HM seems to me 
that my life has been full of tenderness, and 
that people might very well be satisfied with 
that. At present, thank God, nothing else is 
asked from me. and those who are good 
enough to love me in epite of my lack of dis- 
tinction do not complain of me.”

The Train Robber’s Vengeance Miscarried 


John W. Shevlin, Former St. Louis 
Detective Sergeant, Discovers 
Thirteen Years After How He 
Was Marked for the Doom 

That Befell Another Man. 
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Henry Gibbel’s auto was distinguished 
from all other carsin the vicinity, with one 
exception, by a cream-colored stream line 
near the top of each door. The exceptior 
was my car. Although the two cara ‘re 
not of the same make, the stripes made them 
look very much alike, to the casual observer. 
Moreover, automobiles were comparatively 
new in those days and nearly everybody wore 
the regulation cap which was thought to be 
a necessary adjunct to the successful opcra- 


tion of a car. 


Late in September, 1913, Gibbel took a 
party of prospective land buyers to Colome, 
a small town nine miles distaht from. the 
county seat, where he received his pay and 
started back. That was the last time he 
was seen alive. Two weeks later the body 
of Henry Gibbel was found near his car, 
which had been backed into a deep draw 
on the prairie. 

The body had been removed from the car 
and laid on the ground alongside. Blodd 
stains on the seat and footboard indicated 
that he had been murdered in the car. ‘It 
was evident that robbery had not been the 
motive, for his watch and money were in 
his pockets, untouched. The Coroner found 
that his death had been caused by a .45- 
caliber bullet which entered the back of 
his head 

Everybody was shocked by the murder of 
the harmless and inoffensive Gibbel li 
seemed such an atrocious crime, lacking any 
sort of motive. The Sheriff did his utmost, 
even Pinkerton detectives were put to work 
and the county spent more than $10,000 in 
an effort to unravel the mystery, Dut in vain 
No arrests ever have been made In the case. 
The affair took its place among the unadived 
murder myateries of the country 
ND a dozen yeara later, while chatting 
idiy with a chance acquaintance in the 
smoking compartment, I learned of my 
narrow escape from the bullet which 
was intended for me but which ended the 
life of Gibbel. The storm was roaring out- 
side as we sat there in the swaying train and 
smoked and talked at our ease The biz 
cattle man, it was obvious, had not been cone 
of the gang but he had known some of them 
and some of thelr friends. He knew the in- 
side story, but not how much it was stag 
gering me 

Harvey Logan had been visiting old ac- 
quaintances in that part of the country at 
the time of the Gibbel murder, said tne 
cattle man in answer to my careless-seeming 
questions, but departed immediately after 
he killing, and it was not until Logan was 
on his way to South America that he learaed 
that the wrong man had been killed. 

“Murder will out,” says the old proverb. 
And so did this plot to commit a murder, 
which had its inception on Chestnut strec' 
St. Louls, so many years before.
